Senate GOP Unveils Jobs Plan 


Bill would repeal 
health-care law, lift 
drilling restrictions 


Washington 

Senate Republicans on Thursday 
unveiled a GOP jobs bill designed 
to offer a conservative vision for 
improving the economy and counter 
President Obama’s insistence that 
congressional Republicans have 
rejected his ideas for job growth 
without offering any of their own. 

The bill is largely a repackaging 
of long-stated Republican priorities, 
and many have also been endorsed 
by GOP leaders in the House. 

But Senate Republicans said 
it was important to present the 
ideas in a single package that could 
compete with President Obama’s 
$447 billion jobs bill, rejected ear- 
lier this week by the Senate. “You 
have to be for something,” said Sen.

Republicans have derided 
Obama’s blueprint as a tempo- 
rary quick fix that relies on gov- 
ernment spending and will do 
nothing to improve the economy 
in the long run. 


By contrast, they said their 
package could inject certainty into 
the economy by limiting the scope 
of government intervention that 
they believe stifles growth.

The company’s two CEOs, Mike

New York 

A former billionaire described by 
the government as “the modern face 
of illegal insider trading” was sen- 
tenced Thursday to 11 years in pris- 
on, the longest insider trading sen- 
tence ever but far short of the two 
decades sought by prosecutors. 

Galleon Group founder Raj Raja- 
ratnam also was fined $10 million 
and ordered to forfeit $53.8 mil- 
lion by U.S. District Judge Richard 
J. Holwell, who said he concluded 
that Rajaratnam made well more 
than $50 million in profits from 
his illegal trades. 

“His crimes and the scope of his 
crimes reflect a virus in our business 
culture that needs to be eradicated,” 
Holwell said. “When the integrity of 
the marketplace is called into ques- 
tion, the public suffers.” 


The sentence eclipsed by one 
year the prison term given to one 
of Rajaratnam’s co-defendants just 
weeks ago. 

The Sri Lanka-born Rajaratnam, 
54, was ordered to report to a yet- 
to-be-designated prison Nov. 28. 
His lawyers asked he be allowed to 
report to the medical facility at the 
Butner Federal Correctional Com- 
plex in North Carolina, where Ber- 
nard Madoff is serving his 150-year 
sentence after admitting to a Ponzi 
scheme that cheated thousands of 
people out of billions of dollars. 


The judge gave Rajaratnam leni- 
ency, citing his need for a kidney 
transplant and his advanced diabe- 
tes. And he credited Rajaratnam’s 
charitable work, which he called 
“the defendant’s responsiveness to 
and care for the less privileged.” 

“Today you sentence a man who 
is the modern face of illegal insid- 
er trading,” assistant U.S. Attorney 
Reed Brodsky told Holwell. “He is 
arguably the most egregious insid- 
er trader to face sentencing in a 
courthouse in the United States.”

‘Holding His Own’ 

Cain rises to the top of GOP polls with unconventional strategy 


Atlanta 

Reveling in the national spotlight, 
Herman Cain is pledging to bol- 
ster his fledgling White House 
campaign. 

He’ll need to, and quickly, if he 
has any hope of winning the GOP 
nomination. The unlikely contend- 
er has little campaign organization 
in Iowa, New Hampshire and other 
states where voting begins in less 
than three months. And he hasn’t 
done much else in those places to 
capitalize on his surge to the top of 
the GOP polls this month, which 
is attributed in part to his catchy 
9-9-9 tax overhaul plan.

“We are now going to ramp up,” 
Cain promised this week. 

By that, he means executing 
what aides call a 50-state strategy 
— for a nomination contest that’s 
determined state by state. It’s a 
nontraditional path that other can- 
didates have tried unsuccessfully. 
Cain’s campaign, which can seem 
almost overwhelmed by the atten- 
tion that comes with a big rise in 
polls, argues that competing in the 
early voting states, while important, 
is not the only way to win the par- 
ty’s nomination. 

His aides note that President 
Obama’s 2008 campaign fanned 
out across the country and was 
successful. But Obama compet- 
ed vigorously in the early voting 
states, too. 

Still, Cain, who never has held 
political office, clearly has struck 
a chord with a part of the Republi-

can electorate craving a fresh face 
not tied to the GOP establishment. 
This is the first presidential con- 
test since the tea party’s rise, and 
Cain is in many ways the natu- 
ral culmination of the grass-roots 
movement: a straight-talking polit- 
ical outsider, espousing an anti- 
tax platform. 

“The conservative wing of the 
Republican Party has been audi- 
tioning for an anti-Romney alter- 
native for months now,” former 
GOP strategist Dan Schnur said. 
“They’ve tried Michele Bachmann 
and Rick Perry, and they both 
wilted under the scrutiny. So far, 
Herman Cain seems to be hold- 
ing his own.” 

Atlanta Tea Party Patriots co- 
founder Debbie Dooley explains 
it this way: “With Herman, what 
you see is what you get.” 

Earlier this year, Cain had to 
lend his campaign $500,000 to 
stay afloat. He’ll report his fund- 
raising for the past three months 
within days. He is suggesting that 
money will no longer be a prob- 
lem and says he now has enough 
to expand his campaign. 

His shoestrings campaign has a 
certain improvised feel as it scram- 
bles to hire staff and keep pace with 
the intense media interest envelop- 
ing the former head of Godfather’s 
Pizza since he cruised past Rom- 
ney in a recent NBC/Wall Street 
Journal poll. 


9 - 9-9 

If there’s a policy star in the GOP presidential primary, it may be Herman Cain’s 9-9-9 tax overhaul plan, which 
has helped fuel his sudden surge. But the 9-9-9 label is actually a bit of misnomer. Cain would toss out much of the 
current federal tax code and replace it temporarily with three taxes: a 9 percent income tax, a 9 percent business 
transactions tax and a 9 percent federal sales tax. On paper, the first two look like cuts, because payroll taxes for 
Social Security and Medicare (now nearly 15 percent, including corporate contributions) would be repealed. The 
sales tax would be new, on top of existing state sales taxes. But the full 9-9-9 would happen eventually, if temporari- 
ly. That’s because it’s the second step of a planned three-step process. The first step would cut individual and corpo- 
rate tax rates to a top 25 percent rate (down from a current high of 35 percent). The final step would replace all of the 
taxes — even the 9s — with a national sales tax, known by proponents as a “Fair Tax." (the Washington post/ap)

Allies weigh aetion

London 

The alleged plot to kill Saudi Ara- 
bia’s ambassador to the U.S. marks 
an escalation of Iran’s sponsorship 
of terrorism overseas, Britain’s 
foreign secretary said Thursday, 
as Europe and others discussed 
their response. 

William Hague told lawmakers 
that Britain was working with the 


U.S., Saudi Arabia and the Europe- 
an Union to agree on tough inter- 
national action over the purported 
plan to assassinate Adel Al-Jubeir 
at a Washington restaurant. 

“This would appear to consti- 
tute a major escalation in Iran’s 
sponsorship of terrorism outside its 
borders,” Hague said Thursday.

Thai Capital Digs Canals 
In Anticipation of Floods 


Bangkok 

Workers hurriedly dredged canals 
and cut new waterways around 
Thailand’s capital on Thursday 
in a desperate battle to protect 
the city from the country’s worst 
floods in decades. 

One jittery Cabinet official 
called for the evacuation of an 
area on Bangkok’s northern out- 
skirts, only to rescind his warning 
15 minutes later. 

At least 283 people have been 
killed since late July by floods 
and mudslides. Bangkok has been 
mostly spared so far, but some sur- 
rounding areas have been inundat- 
ed, and authorities fear that flood- 
waters rushing from the north will 
combine with rains in the next few 
days to flood the city. 

“This is the best method at the 
moment” to protect Bangkok, gov- 
ernment spokesman Wim Rung- 
wattanajinda said of the plan to 
dig new canals. “We are all work- 
ing against time.” 



Backstory 

Approximately 8.2 million 
people in 61 out of 77 provinces 
in Thailand have been affected by 
the flooding, which has also halted 
production at many major factories 
north of Bangkok, including a Honda 
factory in Ayutthaya, above.

Time for Action 


A Little bird tells me that a Lot of people have 
something to say about transit. And a Lot of it isn't 
so good. Here’s a sampling from Wednesday morn- 
ing's tweets about Metro: “Late to work thanks to 
you, (©wmata." “(a)wmata — guess I’m walking 
again today.” “I just don’t understand how a region- 
al publio transportation provider oan be so awful. I 
get that stuff breaks down, but every day??” 


Kvetching can certainly be cathar- 
tic, but if folks want real change, 
they’ll have to do more than fid- 
dle with their phones. “I think 
getting out of 140 characters 
is important,” says David Alp- 
ert, the 33-year-old founder of 
the blog Greater Greater Wash- 
ington, who hopes more people 
will follow his lead into transit 
advocacy. Although he’d always 


been interested in urban policy, it 
wasn’t until he started the site in 
2008 that he opened up lines of 
communication with other peo- 
ple thinking about transporta- 
tion, and with Metro employees 
and elected officials. 

In those discussions, Alpert 
got a better understanding of how 
Metro works — and how it doesn’t. 
“Metro is complicated, and the 


ways to improve it are complicat- 
ed,” he says. As problems go, fund- 
ing is a biggie, Alpert says. There 
are also issues that fall outside 
Metro’s reach. If you’d like to see 
dedicated bus lanes, for example, 
you’d better talk to 
the District Depart- 
ment of Transporta- 
tion. “That’s some- 
thing Metro can’t 
snap its fingers and 
fix,” he adds. 

But what about 
when it’s something 
Metro can fix? He 
hopes to push for improvements 
as the D.C. vice chairman on the 
Metro Riders’ Advisory Council, 
which is the public’s liaison to the 
board of directors. If you’d care to 
join him, Metro recently issued a 
call for applicants to fill six posi- 
tions on the all-volunteer council — 
applications (available on Wmata. 
com) are due by Sunday. 

Alpert realizes that’s not real- 
istic for most people, considering 
the time commitment involved 
(three or four hours a month) 
and the fact that there are only 21 
seats on the council. But he says 
you don’t have to be a member to 
attend meetings or participate in 
other ways. 

“The most important thing to 
do is make sure elected officials 
understand the importance of tran- 
sit, so they’ll fund it,” Alpert says. 
Another tip: Join with groups of cit- 
izens already trying to make a dif- 
ference, such as the Action Com- 
mittee for Transit in Montgomery 
County, which has been pushing 
to speed up the construction of a 
second entrance to the Bethes- 
da station to alleviate crowding 
and delays. 

Or you could just tweet about it. 
But, somehow, that doesn’t seem 
as effective.

Metro: $107M to Run Dulles Rail 


Transit system also 
officially names the 
extension ‘Silver Line’ 

Chantilly, Va. 

The new Dulles rail extension, 
which Metro officially named 
the Silver Line on Thursday, will 
cost $107 million to operate in its 
first three years, just as the tran- 
sit authority faces a jump in its 
pension, health care and insur- 
ance costs. 

Carol Kissal, Metro’s chief 
financial officer, told the board’s 
finance committee Thursday that 


servicing the 11.5 miles of rail and 
five stations now under construc- 
tion is expected to cost $20 mil- 
lion in fiscal 2013. 

At the same time, Metro faces 
a 32.2 percent growth in its pen- 
sion costs, which are expected to hit 
$125.4 million in fiscal 2013. The 
hike in pension costs is driven by 
financial losses Metro suffered in 
the stock market in 2008 and the 
contributions the transit authori- 
ty is required to make to pensions, 
according to Kissal. 

Metro is the sole source of pen- 
sion contributions for 90 percent 
of its employees, roughly 9,000 
workers who are members of Amal- 


Backstory 

The$2.8B project has spent more 
than 70 percent of its contingency 
funds since construction started 
two years ago. The Metropolitan 
Washington Airports Authority is 
responsible for building the new rail 
track and will turn it over to the tran- 
sit authority to operate and main- 
tain. Metro has said it will take up to 
six months to run tests of the rail line 
and to train new employees.

gamated Transit Union Local 689, 
Kissal said.

Arlington Mulls 
Raising Taxicab 
Fare by 25 Cents 

Arlington 

Hailing one of Arlington County’s 
765 taxicabs may soon cost more. 

The Arlington County Board is 
considering whether to raise the 
basic taxi fare by 25 cents, and add- 
ing another 50 cents for each pas- 
senger older than 12 years of age. 
In return, cabs would be required 
to accept credit card payments by 
April 1. 

If the proposal wins approval, 
this would be the first fare increase 
since summer 2008. The average 
Arlington cab trip is about five 
miles, which costs $13.05. That 
would rise to $13.38 under the 
proposal. There are about 9,000 
taxi trips daily in the county.

Brush of Genius 


Before painting your walls, learn to 
choose hues and roll the right way 


You could say that Brian Lusher’s 
bedroom has gone over to the dark 
side. When D.C. interior designer 
Andy Staszak (Andystaszakinte- 
riordesign.com) saw Lusher’s dra- 
matic white headboard and Lily 
Pulitzer duvet, he suggested paint- 
ing the entire room (ceilings, trim, 
doors) chocolate brown. 

“I was skeptical,” says Lusher, 
41, who lives in a condo near Logan 
Circle. “I expected the room to feel 
smaller. But it doesn’t, because the 
ceiling and corners that had been 
white just sort of disappear. It feels 
cozy and cave-like.” Staszak also 
helped him choose an aqua for his 


den and a pink for the bathroom. 

Lusher’s color gamble paid off 
But for every success story like his, 
someone else winds up with a hor- 
ror movie red bedroom or jaun- 
dice yellow den. And if they didn’t 
use the right equipment and tech- 
niques, that color ends up looking 
both garish and sloppy. 

But there are ways to ensure 
your next paint job is a brush with 
greatness. When choosing colors, 
for example, get creative. 

“Look at things you like, go to 
your favorite store or restaurant, 
look at design magazines,” says 
paint guru Eve Ashcraft, author of

“The Right Color: Finding the Per- 
fect Palette for Every Room in Your 
Home” ($30, Artisan). “And don’t 
work in a vacuum. Some rooms 
are more suited to color than oth- ^ 
ers. A lot of it is just standing back 
and looking at the size of the room, 
the furnishings you have and what 
would make sense in there.” 

When selecting colors, don’t 
paint yourself into a corner. “Paint 
should be chosen after other things 
as opposed to before,” says Ellen 
Brotman, owner of Fairfax Coun- 
t3^s Ellen Brotman Interior Designs 
(Brotmaninteriors.com). “To com- 
mit to something before you choose 
furniture doesn’t make sense.” 

Want to go with a bold shade 
like purple or orange? Think long 
and smart about where you put it. 


Painting 101 

Don’t reach for the roller 
until you’ve read these tips 
from the pros. 



Choose a color — and 
then buy something 
slightly different. 

“I generally think that you 
should go a little bit darker 
and a little bit muddier, 
grayer or warmer than you 
think you want," says 
D.C. interior designer 
Andy Staszak 

(Andystaszakinteriordesign. 
com). “A good example is 
yellow. People think yellow 
is a nice, cheery color, but 
people often make the 
mistake and end up with a 
cross between egg yolk and 
school bus. Think more of the 
color of unsalted butter; 
it’s much softer and 
creamier, and more 
muted." 



Test out your color 
before you commit. 

“Throw some of the color on 
all four walls in the room," 
says Ellen Brotman, owner of 
Fairfax County’s Ellen Brot- 
man Interior Designs (Brot- 
maninteriors.com). “It’s bet- 
ter to get ahead of the curve 
so you’re not surprised. You 
can’t just look at the little 
paint swatch and see what 
it’s going to really be like." 
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1 Walls aren’t the only place 
you can put paint. Try paint- 
ing the ceiling a brighter color 
than the walls, shown, or making 
moldings an accent hue. 

2 Deep-chocolate brown walls 
look chic in a hallway and 
emphasize the pale room beyond. 

3 In Brian Lusher’s Logan 
Circle condo, a shocking pink 
shade plays up a glamorous pearl 
mini chandelier. 


I the room,” he says. “So I’m paint- 
I ing the walls and ceiling the same 
+ color to blur those lines.” 

^ The same theory applies when 
I you choose a paint finish or sheen. 
I “If you’re painting something 
I bumpy and want to hide anything, 
j use the lowest sheen possible,” Ash- 
craft says. “Glossy paint makes 
everything visible and will high- 
light every imperfection.” 

But keeping things dull comes 
with a price. “Flat finishes are not 
as easy to clean and are going to 


scuff,” Staszak says. “I start with a 
flatter finish on the walls and some 
sort of sheen, from an eggshell up 
to a semigloss, on the woodwork. 
It’s a little more durable, doesn’t 
i scuff, and is easier to clean.” 

I Before you grab a brush, spack- 

S le nail holes, nicks or other prob- 
i lem spots. “Preparing the surface 


before you paint gives you high- 
er-quality results,” says Jon Witt- 
maack, who co-hosts the new DIY 
Network series “Brothers on Call” 
(Sun., 9 p.m.) with sibling Terry. 

Good painting supplies matter, 
too. “Use the best brush and roll- 
ers you can afford,” Ashcraft says. 
“Inexpensive bushes drag and rake 
the paint on, and cheap rollers leave 
fuzz on walls. If you don’t want to 
paint again soon, pony up for the 
best paint you can afford.” 

A roll of painter’s tape is a 
must. “Always tape off any lines 
or edges,” Wittmaack says. “For 
someone who doesn’t have a steady 
hand, tape will give a much clean- 
er, crisper line than if they try to 
freehand it.” 

And if they’ve got some trusty 
tape and decent math skills, even 
novices can pull off a paint job 
that’s a little more complicated. 
With some guidance from HGTV 
and Home Depot, anesthesiologist 
Jack Lin, 37, painted stripes in dif- 
ferent shades and sheens of red on 
the walls of the dining room at his 
home in Herndon, Va. “I did a lot of 
research on what steps I needed to 
follow,” he says. “It makes the room 
look very elegant and rich.” 

And isn’t that what we all want 
when we roll on a fresh coat of 
paint? “Take risks and don’t be 
afraid of color,” Wittmaack says. 

After all, you can always just 
repaint that wall, beth luberecki 


“Rooms that don’t get used a lot, 
like a hall or pass-through room. 
I’ll put really strong colors in those 
spaces,” Ashcraft says. “You’re not 
staring at those walls all the time, 
so it’s not going to tire you out.” 

Paint can be a nice way to play 
up what you like about a room 
and distract from what you don’t. 
“If you don’t have a great-looking 
architectural detail, don’t high- 
light it,” Staszak says. He’s cur- 
rently working on an 1840s house 
in Old Town Alexandria with low, 
uneven ceilings. “If I did a color 
on the wall and white on the ceil- 
ing, the eye would go to the line of 
differentiation around the top of 


One coat probably 
won’t do it. 

“If you’re changing the color or 
sheen, 98 percent of the time 
it will look a lot better if you do 
two coats," says Eve Ashcraft, 
author of “The Right Color: 
Finding the Perfect Palette 
for Every Room in Your Home." 
“Don’t try to just glom on the 
paint; it’s better to have two 
nice and even, slightly thin 
coats of paint." 


Opt for tinted primer 
when making a major 
color change. 

“It will save you time and money 
and give you a much more solid 
color in the long run," says 
Jon Wittmaack, co-host of DIY 
Network’s “Brothers on Call." 
“With just regular paint, it will 
take four to six coats to get the 
same coverage as one coat of 
primer and one coat of regular 




Know when 
to call the pros. 

“To do a faux-finish technique, 
you have to practice or leave 
it to the pros," Staszak says. 
“When it’s not done well, it 
does not look good. It ends up 
looking kind of cheap." 


Keep track of 
your color choices. 

“Keeping a list of the paints and 
finishes you use is going to save 
you a lot of headaches," says 
Terry Wittmaack, co-host of 
DIY Network’s “Brothers on 
Call." “Write them down or 
puttheminyour phone — it 
takes two minutes and 
saves you a ton of time."

A Happy Acc(id)ent 

Anyone who seriously studies 

any kind of art will occasionally be 
accused of seeing things that aren't 
there — I usually hear it as the disnnis- 
sive “It's just a MOVIE.'' But I stand by 
the things I find; a filnn is a universe 
constructed nnore diligently than the 
world we live in, by a creator who we 
know wanted specific 
shots, props, colors, 
whatever. 

But recently nny 
belief in the deliber- 
ateness of nnovie- 
nnaking got a little 
shaken. I interviewed 
Mateo Gil, the direc- 
tor of “Blackthorn," in which Butch 
Cassidy (Sann Shepard) survived his 
standoff with the Bolivian police and 
has been living in the jungle for nearly 
30 years. I noticed that Shepard's 
Spanish accent was typically “Anneri- 
can": hard “r's," rather than the lighter, 
tapped sound that's actually appropri- 
ate. I asked the director whether that 
was deliberate, a way to nnark Cassidy 
as an outsider. “It wasn't nny decision," 
Gil said. “We tried, [but Shepard] actu- 
ally has a real Annerican accent talk- 
ing in Spanish." So, really, nny theory 
got busted; Sann Shepard sinnply can't 
innitate a Spanish accent. 

Does it nnatter? I think not. 
Cassidy's fluency with the language 
nnirrorsthe length of tinne he's been 
hiding out, but the fact that he can't 
trill his tongue properly forever nnarks 
where he canne fronn. It nnay not have 
been a deliberate choice on Shepard's 
or Gil's part, but it's a lucky break that 
helps Butch Cassidy live again.

AMC’s zombie drama 
is back — and there 
isn’t even a glimmer 
of hope on the horizon

AMC’s hit “The Walking Dead” 
returns Sunday night, and before 
we ask whether it’s gotten better as 
a series, some reference should be 
made to a bit of backstage tumult: 
Frank Darabont, who shepherded 
the original “Walking Dead” graphic 
novels to series, is off the show, even 
though his influence will remain 
strong for the first half of this sea- 
son’s episodes. (There will be six epi- 
sodes this fall, with another six in 
February.) Now the graphic novel- 
ist, Robert Kirkman, and the head 
writer, Glen Mazzara, are in charge. 
What happened there? 

Don’t know, don’t care. We just 
want to know whether “The Walk- 
ing Dead” is still as preoccupied 
with the socio-psychological dynam- 
ic — “The Lord of the Flies”-type 
desperation of the proto-community 
— as it was last time around. 

It is, but the show seems some- 
how sleeker and better paced. Char- 
acters may now be people first and 
archetypes second. This has the sub- 
tle but immediate effect of making 
“The Walking Dead” less predict- 
able and more frightening. 

Having survived a disastrous 
dashing of hopes at the aU-but-aban- 
doned Centers for Disease Control 
bunker at the end of last season, our 
loosely affiliated survivalists have 
left Adanta, hoping that military aid 
awaits them at Fort Benning. 

As zombie fare goes, “The Walk- 
ing Dead” has found just the right 
mix of believable terror and goopy 
gross-out. There’s a fine line to it: 
Some prefer their zombie movies 
to err on the side of crass humor 
and excess splatter. Others prefer 
the shuffling, inexorable realism 
“The Walking Dead” offers, such 
as when the group’s leader, Sher-

Each episode seems as if it’s 
avoiding the inevitable demise of 
everyone. Yet they keep running into 
pockets of other survivors. 

The zombie epidemic seems 
permanent, which raises the ques- 
tion of how long we can watch a 
show about something so despair- 
ing and futile. What “The Walking 
Dead” could use, if anything, is just 
a glimmer of hope. But that doesn’t 
seem to be where this road leads.

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50/50 (R, 100 minutes) “50/50" doesn’t 
seek to pretty up the grim realities of 
cancer; it offers a refreshingly frank 
glimpse of a world too often distorted 
by Hollywood for its own ends, with 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s even-tempered 
Adam serving as the ideal guide through 
both its terrors and improbable gifts. 
Chief among a fatal illness’ unexpected 
silver linings, “50/50” suggests, are the 
friends and loved ones who show up, 
however inexpertly. The most clumsy 
by far is Adam’s best friend, Kyle (Seth 
Rogen), who battles his own panic by 
deciding to turn Adam’s disease into a 
babe magnet. The question of just who, 
if anyone, will truly show up for Adam 
turnsoutto bethefulcrum of “50/50,’’a 
movie that barely makes filmgoers notice 
thatthey’ve come to care deeply, not only 
about whether Adam makes it, but for 
the friends he makes in chemo, too. a.h. 
CONTAGION (PG-13, 102 minutes) Before 
this movie is over, you will stop uncon- 
sciously touching your face. The script 
— which is reportedly based on solid 
scientific research — is admirably unsen- 
sational. And that’s even considering the 
fact that the virus at the heart of the story 
hasashorterandmorelethalincubation 
period than anything we’ve previously 
seen. Gwyneth Paltrow, whose Beth Em- 
hoff is the first to come down with the new 
disease, is dead minutes into the movie. 
Hundreds of millions of victims follow, 
though Beth’s husband, Mitch, played 
by a schlubby-looking Matt Damon, re- 
mains immune. Along with his teenage 
daughter, Mitch spends most of the movie 
sensibly holed up inside his house, as the 
world around him descends into a chaos 
of looting and Internet-fueled panic, m.o.

The 
operation that saved Winter’s life actually 
created fresh problems. By running Win- 
ter’s unique biography through the con- 
ventional Hollywood filter. Smith reduces 
“DolphinTale’’to “Old Yeller" with a blow- 
hole. Morgan Freeman appears on screen 


as Dr. McCarthy, an engineer of prosthetic 
limbs who custom-designs an artificial 
tail for Winter. The real star, of course, 
is Winter, who plays herself and right- 
fully steals every scene, sean O’CONNELL 
DRIVE (R, 100 minutes) Ryan Gosling 
delivers a slow, white-hot burn of a 
performance in “Drive," a nervy, under- 
stated ode to one of Hollywood’s most 
cherished archetypes, the sad-eyed 
man of few words. Gosling and direc- 
tor Nicolas Winding Refn neatly man- 
age the hat trick of paying homage to 
wheelmen of yore while reinvigorating 
the genre with style, smarts and flashes 
of wit. Refn, a Danish director, is known 
for his love of blood, and when the plot 
of “Drive" quickens, he finds plenty of 
chances to indulge in his penchant for 
lurid, stylized violence. But even his 
most fetishized flourishes are tempered 
here. Low-key, sleek and sophisticated, 
“Drive" provides the visceral pleasures 
of pulp without sacrificing art. a.h. 
THE HELP (PG-13, 137 minutes) Fans of 
Kathryn Stockett’s folksy, ingratiating 
novel of the same name can rest easy: 
The director, Tate Taylor has preserved 
the book’s story line, characters and 
confiding tone with loyalty worthy of any 
bestfriend. Readers who felttheycameto 
intimately know characters such as Celia 
(Jessica Chastain) and Skeeter (Emma 
Stone)are likely to greettheiralter egos 
on screen like cherished, long-lostfriends 
— especially the nobly suffering Aibi- 
leen. Skeeter gets a job as a newspaper 


cleaning-advice columnist, but when she 
asks Aibileen for some tips, she realizes 
that the real story lies in the emotional 
lives of black women who virtually raise 
their white employers’ children, but who 
are treated by those same families as 
unfit to share a kitchen utensil, much 
less political or economic power, a.h. 
THE HUMAN CENTIPEDE II: FULL SE- 
QUENCE (Unrated, 88 minutes) There 
really is no other movie on Earth quite 
like this. And that’s including the 2009 
horror film on which this dismal, nause- 
ating and yet bizarrely artful sequel is 
based. The original tracked the efforts 
of a mad scientist to create a set of 
freakishly conjoined triplets by sewing 
together three unwilling human subjects, 
mouth to rectum. Many hard-core horror 
fans complained that the film was insuf- 
ficiently graphic in its depiction of the 
actual procedure. “The Human Centipede 
II” ought to shut those critics up. The 
sequel follows Martin, a parking garage 
attendant obsessed with the first “Cen- 
tipede” film. Martin intends to replicate 
the procedure. Martin may be mad, but 
he is no scientist, and he carries out his 
butchery with an assortment of nasty- 
looking cutting implements, m.o. 

THE IDES OF MARCH (R, 101 minutes) 
The rhetoric, combined with theShepard 
Fairey-inspired graphics, suggests that 
“The Ides of March" will offer fresh, of- 
the-moment commentary on post-Obama 
political culture. But viewers looking

for penetrating insight — rather than a 
weLL-crafted poLiticaL potboiler — will 
come away sorely disappointed. Granted, 
director and star George Clooney elicits 
terrific performances from his players, 
gamely letting Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man, Ryan Gosling and Paul Giamatti 
take the lion’s share of the film’s most 
toothsome dialogue. Indeed, “The Ides 
of March" is so well directed and acted 
that it’s easy to overlook how dated 
and shallow it is. Rather than probe the 
system it abhors, “The Ides of March" is 
content simply to reassure the audience 
that it’s still rotting from within, a.h. 
KILLER ELITE (R. 115 minutes) In this 
simultaneously silly and overwrought 
action thriller, Jason Statham plays 
Danny Bryce, a professional assassin 
with a soft spot. Living with blood on 
his hands seems pretty easy for Danny, 
despite his decision to get out of the busi- 
ness after almost blowing a little girl’s 
head off. After a mere year’s vacation, 
however, Danny’s back in the game when 
he learns that an Arab sheik has taken his 
BFF and former partner Hunter (Robert 
De Niro) hostage. It seems that Hunter 
is being used as leverage to get Danny 
to carry out one last assignment. As it 
turns out, Danny’s special-ops victims 
had been taking orders from a shadowy 
fellow who gets his marching orders from 
a bunch of even more shadowy fellows. 
Needless to say, they want Danny dead. 
We’ve got another portmanteau word 


for the movie: unbelievaballistic. m.o. 
MONEYBALL (PG-13, 133 minutes) 
Filmmaker Bennett Miller barely puts 
a foot wrong in bringing to life the 
tale of Oakland A’s general manager 
Billy Beane. In 2002, Beane (Brad Pitt) 
sought to rebuild the slumping A’s and 
revolutionize baseball recruiting using 
“Sabermetrics." Miller has done a su- 
perb job of underplaying Pitt’s native 
magnetism, which nonetheless peeks 
out enough to dazzle Yale-educated 
computer whiz Peter Brand (Jonah 
Hill, playing a character based on 
Paul DePodesta). The secret of “Mon- 
eyball" isn’tjustthat it makes viewers 
root for Beane and Brand, but for their 
motley crew of castoffs. It’s difficult 
to review “Moneyball" without using 
the term “home run." So let’s just say 
that it rounds all the bases with grace, 
modesty and a surfeit of heart, a.h. 
REAL STEEL (PG-13, 126 minutes) Hugh 
Jackman plays Charlie Kenton, a washed- 
up boxer who is eking out a meager liv- 
ing in which he enters fighting ’hots in 
matches. The problem is, Charlie isn’t 
very good at it. Making matters worse is 
the sudden appearance in Charlie’s life 
of Max, his 11-year-old son. This sets the 
stage for two things. On the one hand, 
it’s the redemption of Charlie’s career, 
courtesy of Max, a video-game whiz kid. 
On the other hand, it’s a rapprochement 
of sorts between the estranged father 
and hisson. Boththreadscenteron Max’s 
efforts to restore and train a battered 
robot that he finds in a junkyard, m.o. 
TUCKER & DALE VS. EVIL (R. 89 min 
utes) “Tucker & Dale vs. Evil" is hardly 
the first horror comedy, but it benefits 
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from a sweetness not found in many of 
its peers. There’s gore here, but one never 
has the impression that this story was 
constructed to show off the special ef- 
fects team’s gloopiest gimmicks. Tucker 
(Alan Tudyk) and Dale (Tyler Labine) 
are working-class Appalachian fellas 
headed to a deep-woods shack. As they 
briefly cross paths with a generic crew 
of good-timing college campers, the film 
introduces its crossed-wires M.O.: The 
guysare tongue-tied and goofy in the face 
of young, pretty girls, and theyoungsters 
misinterpret their awkward grins as sin- 
ister taunts straight out of “Deliverance." 
When, inthewoods,Tuckerand Dale wind 
up saving one of the girls from drowning, 
her palsthinkthey’ve kidnapped her. Their 
inept “rescue" attempt gets some of them 
killed, and each accidental death fuels 
two opposite theories. JOHN defore 
WARRIOR(PG-13, 139 minutes) Judging 
from its poster, “Warrior" should be just 
another slab of lunkhead cinema. Don’t 
be fooled. Tom Hardy plays Tommy, a 
black-sheep son with a father (played 
by Nick Nolte) so abusive that he and 
his mother fled to the other side of the 
country. Tommy’s brother Brendan (Joel 


Edgerton), meanwhile, stayed at home 
to be near his sweetheart. They’re now 
married with kids, and although they 
have three jobs between them, they’re 
financially underwater. Independently of 
eachother,thesesonsof a violent home 
discover an opportunity to turn aggres- 
sion into cash: In Atlantic City, the Sparta 
tournament will pit mixed-martial-arts 
combatants against one another for a 
$5 million prize, j.d. 

WHAT’S YOUR NUMBER? (R, 106 

minutes) The premise of “What’s Your 
Number?" is statistical. After breaking up 
with Rick— Ally’sl9th lover— Ally (Anna 
Paris) reads in a women’s magazine that 
most women who have had 20 or more sex 
partners will never get married. Panick- 
ing, Ally vows to stay celibate until she 
can dig up as many of her exes as possible, 
hoping that one of them has turned into 
the man of her dreams. Assisting Ally is 
her neighbor Colin, a sweet but seemingly 
commitment-phobic hottie. This should 
tell you a lot. M.o.
